A Coroner's warrant for the 
arrest of Charles Harris, a form- 
er convict, for the murder of Carl 
Shelton, notorious gangster who 
was slain from ambush near his 
Wayne county, III., farm, was de- 
livered to Sheriff Hal Bradshaw 
today by Coroner Walter A. 
Young. 

The warrant, prepared by the 
Coroner after an inquest jury late 
yester had recommended that 
Harris held for investigation 
by a grand jury, commanded the 
Sheriff to arrest Harris “forth- 
with” and bring him to the Cor- 
oners’ office at Fairfield. 

The specific charge against 
Harris, incorporated in the war- 
rant, is “having felonjously 
wounded and killed” Shelton 
23. The warrant is based on the 
inquest, although the formal in-

Sheriff Bradshaw de- 
tachments from the State High- 
way Patrol were engaged in a 
search today for Harris, who dis- 
appeared from his farm home 
shortly after the shooting, which 
took place last Thursday morning 
along a country lane near the 
Shelton farm. | 

The sheriff maintained prior to 
the inquest that there was no oc- 
casion to do more than “question” 
Harris and reported he had been 
informed that Harris was not at 
the scene of the shooting. After 
the coroner’s jury recommended 
that Harris be held, the sheriff, 
accompanied by state patrolmen, 
wisited the Harris farm. No one 
was there. Harris’s niece, Miss 
Beatrice Bell, who was to have 
testified at the inquest, also has 
disappeared. 

Bradshaw was of opinion today 
that Harris would surrender, now 
that the inquest verdict has be- 
come known, especially if a charge 
upon which he might be released 
on bond were to be filed against 
(him. Friends of the Sheltons, resi- 
dents of a neighborhood which has

BOSTON, Oct. 29. (UP)—Sena- 
tor Robert A. Taft, (Rep.), Ohio, 
wound up a whirlwind Boston vis- 
it today. He debated labor legis- 
lation, defended states’ rights and 
sharply criticized the Marshall 
plan, in making three speeches 
within eight hours yesterday. 

Discussing the twin issues of 
European relief and domestic in- 
flation before the National Asso- 
ciation of Cost Accountants last 
night, he called for a single gov- 
ernment agency to handle both 
problems. He warned against “an 
international WPA” and offered a 
five-point price stabilization pro- 
gram. 

“The Marshall plan in its pres- 
ent form is beyond all reason,” he 
said, adding that it should be con- 
sidered “with the understanding 
that, in the form and amount pre- 
sented by the 16 nations, it is a 


serious threat to any anti-infla- 
tion program in this country.” 

Stating that the Marshall plan 
asks for eight billion dollars in 
the calendar year 1948, Taft said, 
“we have Veen helping at the rate 
of four billion dollars a year, 
which, with the temporary aid, 
may ‘amount to four and a half 
billions in the fiscal year 1948. 

“I don’t believe that the neces- 
sary rate of assistance in the 
future is more than this figure, 
and I hope that it may be less.” 

He said he doubted that the 
battle against Communism would 
be aided “by any careless and lav- 
ish distribution of dollars. We can 
greatly overestimate the effect of 
our dollars. . Too great a flood 
of American aid can defeat its 
own purpose.”

LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP):— The 
House of Commons rejected to- 
night by a vote of 348 to 201 Wins- 
ton Churchill’s motion accusing 


the Labor Government of adminis- 
trative incompetence. 

The vote came after Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee defended 
his government’s program and de- 
clared that Churchill, in his at- 
tack on the government yesterday, 
“ignored entirely the facts of the 
situation,” 

Earlier, Harold Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, an- 
nounced that Britain has nego- 
tiated tariff agreements with 15 
nations, including the United 
States. 

Details of the new trade pacts, 
he told the House of Commons, 
will be published simultaneously 
in the various countries in about 
three weeks. 

We have been particularly con- 
cerned to secure reductions in 
the tariffs of other countries, in- 
cluding the United States, which 
would provide an immediate op- 
portunity of increasing our dollar 
exports,” Wilson said. 

He declared the United States 
had made concessions in return 
for reductions in British tariffs 
and for reduction or elimination 
of imperial preferences 

“We have given special atten- 
tion to the need for the easier 
access of colonial products to the 
United States market. 

“Where concessions have been

Eighteen of Maniu's associates 
also were on trial. One of them, 
Ion Mihalace, former president of 
the Peasant party, which is in 
opposition to the leftist Govern- 
ment of Premier Petru. Groza, 
announced to the court that he 
was renouncing all defense for 
reasons he would give later in 
the trial. 

The indictment, previously kept 
secret, accused Maniu of conniving 
with United States representatives 
and striving to bring about for- 
eign intervention in Romania, 

The defendants had been under 
arrest since summer but charges 
were not specified until today. 
(The United States had protested 
twice to Romania about the ar- 


| rests.) 


The lengtby indictment asserted 
that a letter from Dean Acheson, 
former United States Under Secre- 
ta of State, had been found in 
Maniu’s secret files and that the 
letter dissuaded Maniu from using 
violence “at this moment.”

Returns to Washington in 
Advance of Special 
Session—No Change 
Contemplated in U.S. 
Policies in Assembly.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 29— 
Secret@ry of State George C. Mar- 
hall today moved his headquar- 
ters back to Washington from 
Wew York, where he has led the 
American delegation to the United 
Nations General Assembly. 

The change is not to be inter- 
preted as a gesture of disappoint- 
ment at United Nations progress. 
Marshall’s return to the capital 
was to meet urgencies arising 
from work on plans for rehabilita- 
tion of Europe, to be considered 
at the special session of Congress 
beginning Nov. 17. Previously it 
had been announced he would 
head the United States delegation 
here throughout the Assembly. 

Although no formal statement 


as issued by United States rep- 


_ resentatives, it was reported in 
informed quarters that no changes 
in American policy. was contem- 
plated. Existing views on current 
obiectives also were ascertained. 

It was learned on the highest 
authority that the American dele- 
gation is not pessimistic at this 
time about future Gene Assem- 
bly achievement. It is not unduly 
alarmed at the acrimonious debate 
on impo t issues, with the So- 
viet Union and the United States 
— invariably on opposite 

es. 

The General Assembly has sup- 
plied a forum where voices of the 
troubled world may be heard, it 
‘was pointed out. In the long run, 
the exchange of acrid comment 
may have amounted to a “house- 
cleaning.” Public discussion has 
forced vital conflicts in practice 
and ideology into the open. 

The United States has had the 
opportunity to introduce aspects 
of democracy previously uncon- 
templated by some members of 
the United Nations. Much con- 
troversy is rooted in the failure 
at settling peace terms for Ger- 
many, Austria and Japan, it was 
said.

. A Soviet resolution couched in 

violent terms, specifically directed 
against “warmongerin in the 
United States, Greece and Turkey, 
‘wag soundly defeated. The milder 
measure, simply condemning war 
propaganda in all forms in all 
nations was passed unanimously, 
but claims of a “Soviet victory” 
have been heard. 

The deadlock between the 
Ukraine and India for the Se- 
curity Council seat also is a 
source of vexation to the Ameri- 
can delegation.

The committee held that in cer- 
tain areas the states must do far 
more than parallel federal action 
and that government alone, wheth- 
er federal, state, local or all com- 
bined, cannot provide complete 
protection. 

“The committee rejects the ar- 
gument that Governmental con- 
trols are themselves necessarily 
threats to liberty,“ the report said. 
“This statement overlooks the fact 
that freedom in a civilized society 
is always founded on law enforced 
by government. Freedom in the 
absence of law is anarchy.” 

The committee suggested a stat- 
utory prohibition against federal 
financial assistance to any public 
or private agency permitting dis- 
crimination or segregation , Ene 
on race, color, creed or national 
origin. 

It also urged ‘legislation to bar 
discrimination of any kind against 
members of the armed forces by 
any transportation facility, hotel, 
restaurant or theater. 

Eleven specific areas in which 
federal action in the civil rights 
field constitutionally could be 
taken were listed as follows: 

Power to protect the right to 
vote; power to protect the right 
to freedom from involuntary 
servitude; power to protect the 
rights to fair iegal process, to 
free speech and assembly and 
to equal protection of the laws;

Shortly before the inquest began 
yesterday morning, Mills observed 
to reporters that “all of a sudden 
the idea came to me that there 
‘was a face-to-face duel down 
there between Carl Shelton and 
Harris, no ambush at all.”

Earl pushed him down several 
steps. As he did so, he observed 
a photographer and slapped him 
in the face, thinking that the 
photographer was attempting to 
take his picture. Shelton apolo- 
gized to the photographer when 
he learned he was taking a pic- 
ture of someone else. 

Inquest Testimony. 
Principal witnesses at. the in- 
quest were Earl Shelton, nephew 
of the slain gangster, and Ray 
Walker, a lieutenant of the gang- 
ster since the prohibition era, who 
identified Harris as one of five 
participants in the ambush. 

Both Walker and Earl Shelton, 
who narrowly escaped a volley 
fired from the underbrush, testi- 
fied that they saw Harris point a 
gun at them. They recalled hear- 
ing the mortally wounded Shelton, 
who managed to fire several shots 
from his revolver at his assailants, 
cry out: “Charley, it’s me, Carl 
Shelton, you know me! Charley, 
you've killed me, don’t shoot any 
more!”

BY U.S. STEEL IN 18 YEARS 


[Corporation Also Increases Rate on Common 
Stock—Chairman Doesn’t Look for 
Early Depression. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP)—The 
giant of the steel industry, United 
States Steel Corp., yesterday an- 
nounced its first special dividend 
since 1929 and raised its common 


stock from $4 to $5 annual basis 
in an action which Chairman Irv- 
ing S. Olds said “reflects our con- 
fidence in the future,” 

Yesterday's declarations by the 
directors, $1.25 a share on com- 
mon stock instead of the usual 
quarterly $1, plus the special divi- 
dend of 75 cents a share, brought 
total disbursements for 1947 to 
$5 a share. Both dividends were 
made payable Dec. 10 to holders 
of record Nov. 7. The stocks has 
paid $4 ashare since 1941. 

U. S8. Steel common stock ad- 
vanced 2% points at the high on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
today but the closing price of 
17% was only 1 point above yes- 
terday’s close. Sales amounted to 
26,300 shares. 

Olds at a press conference said 
the action was evidence that “we 
don’t feel that the early depres- 
sion some people have forecast 
for us is likely to happen.” 

“T think,” Olds said, “that what 
we have been doing right along 
to enlarge and modernize our fa- 
cilities (a program involving about 
$500,000,000 expenditures) ex- 
presses our faith in the future 
of this country and the future of 
our business, and should indicate 
that we don’t think there is any 
depression around the corner.” 

The corporation reported the 
net income for the third 1947 
quarter of $28,735,082, equal to 
$2.58 a share, compared with $33,- 
$29,353, or $3.11 a share, in the 
similar period a year ago. The 
first nine months of 1947 showed 
total net income of $97,306,461, or 
$9.01 a common share, against 
$57,467,894 or $443 a share last 
year, when operations were af- 
fected by strikes. 

Olds said that for the next year 
the outlook was for continuing 
high demand for almost all kinds 
of steel. Operations of the cor- 
poration this week were scheduled 
at 101.5 per cent of rated ingot 
capacity. Third quarter produc- 
tion was reported at 90.2 per cent 
against 98.1 in the preceding 
period. The July stoppage of coal 
production, plus a strike, affected 
third quarter operations. 

Shipment of finished steel prod-

Louis, and approved last June 30, 
concerning the Missouri approach, 
which will terminate at Third 
street, between Delmar boulevard 
and Cole street. 


construction shall not begin until 
East St. Louis files with the com- 
mission, and each of the affected 
railroads and utilities, copies of 
the detailed construction plans 
and specifications, indorsed with 
the approval of the “St. Louis 
Board of Public Service, as re- 
quired by the St. Louis ordinance. 

When the case was heard by the 
commission Oct, 1, Milton Kinsey, 
president of the St. Louis Board 
of Publie Service, asked that the 
commission not include in its 
order specific approval of the 
plans submitted by East St. Louis. 

Kinsey said the proposed plans 
for the bridge would conflict with 
plans for changing the elevation 
of railroad tracks along the pro- 
posed Jefferson Memorial. There 
would be some conflict, Kinsey 
said, with plans for the proposed 
intef-regional highway along the 
river front. 

Construction of the bridge was 
authorized by Congress and con- 
sent had been granted by all gov- 
ernmental and municipal authori- 
ties having jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter, the commission said.

UNIONS MUST SIGN NON-RED 
PLEDGE TO COMPETE IN VOTES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP)— 
A union whose officers have failed | 
to swear they are not Communists 
may not compete in collective bar- | 
gaining elections with unions 
whose officers have signed non- 
Communist affidavits, the National 
Labor Relations Board ruled today. 

The decision was made under a 
section of the Taft-Hartley labor | 
law which denies use of NLRB 
facilities to unions whose officers | 
have failed to swear they are not 
Communists or which have not 
filed financial reports and other | 
data with the Labor Department. 

The ruling was the first cover- | 
ing an election where compliance | 
with the Taft-Hartley Act require- 
ments was an issue.

consumer members of the St. Louis 
Dairy Council. 

The Consumers’ Federation of 
St. Louis has made several de- 
mands that federal and state of- 
ficials inquire into the activities 
of the dairies here to determine 
whether there have been any anti- 
trust violations. . 

Mayor Kaufmann today received 
a response to his letter to United 
States Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark, asking a federal investiga- 
tion of high food costs in the St. 
Louis area. 

The Mayor made public a letter 
he received from John Ford 
Baecher, first assistant in the 
anti-trust division of Clark’s of- 
fice, in which Baecher informed 
the Mayor he planned a trip to 
the West Coast soon and would 
stop off in St. Louis to confer 
with the Mayor on the matter. 
The Mayor requested the inves- 
tigation, not realizing that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
already had launched a study of 
the cost of milk and other food- 
stuffs to determine whether soar- 
ing prices stemmed from any vio- | 
lation of the Anti-Trust Act, 
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retail price.” 

Caulfield’s report was made at 
the direction of Mayor Kaufmann, 
who asserted Oct. 20 that he was

Manuilsky de- 
clared the Dulles proposal was 
submitted in an “underhand man- 
ner“ and was smuggled in.” 

Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo of 
China supported the American 
amendment. 

Dulles offered bis amendment 
after Belgian Delegate Victor La- 
rock had accused Russia of “pro- 
cedure, which under the guise of 
benefitting the Korean people, is 
actually aimed at delaying the 
issue.”

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt yes- 
terday expressed hope before the

TRIESTE, Oct. 29. 


RIESTE city lies below, cheerful and bustling in the early 
morning sun, yet crowded threateningly by the encircling hills,

At 
the road block, two Yugoslav soldiers—Croat boys, sloppily dressed 
but heavily armed—lord it over a little group of peasants. And

standing guard with the air of being ready for anything, Thig scene 


strikes the note of Trieste. 


In all the rest of Europe, a 
traveler finds disaster visibly im- 
pending, while frantic American 
officials clutch the telegraph wires 
and send daily pleas to Washing- 
ton not to be too little and too 
late for just this once. After re- 
peatedly observing such depressing 
scenes, it is startling to come to 
Trieste, where every one has got 
down to business and is prepared 
to deal with any eventuality, The 
state of undeclared war which is 
at the root of Europe’s ills has 
been frankly recognized here.

Credit Where Credit is Due. 


Any report on Trieste, however 
brief, would be incomplete if it did 
not begin by giving credit where 
credit is due. Trieste would al- 
ready have been seized by the 
Yugoslavs, in gross violation of 
every treaty obligation, if it were 
not for the British and American 
commanders here, Maj, Gen. Ter- 
ence Airey and Maj. Gen. Bryant 
Moore, and the remarkable group 
of British and Americans serving 
under them. These two men, their 


„ 
political advisers and their staffs, 
brilliantly checkmated the crude 
attempted Yugoslav coup d' etat 
on Sept. 15. But this is not all. 
They have also had the courage to 
interpret their rather vague direc- 
tives with boldness and sound 
judgment in many other ways, so 
that underground as well as overt 
efforts to subjugate Trieste have 
been happily frustrated.

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Why Delay on the Ruhr? 


Many of Western Europe’s troubles ‘today 
come about because the victorious powers have 
delayed a decision on the political fate of the 
Ruhr. The settlement of this problem should 
be no longer delayed, and it should take the 
form, we think, of international control by the 
Western Allies. 

The principle of international control was 
agreed upon. by the principal powers at the 
Moscow conference last spring. That plan, how- 
ever, included Russia as one of the trustees. 
Since then the “cold war” has set in. Russia 
has shown such a will toward obstruction and 
such an aversion toward co-operation in rebuild- 
ing Western Europe that it would be foolhardy 


to include the Russians in the plan now. It is 


up to the Western powers to form a Ruhr or- 
ganization of their own. 


* * * 


The State Department's procrastination in this 
problem is caused, apparently, not by fear of 
offending the Russians but by a quite different 
reason. The department is so intent upon re- 
building Germany as a buffer against Commu- 
nist encroachment that it seems unwilling to 
offend the Germans by severing their ownership 
of the Ruhr, | 

Yet a minimum of foresight should dictate a 
solution which will protect Europe not only from 
possible Russian attempts at expansion, but from 
a revival of German might. We should look to 
France rather than Germany as the bastion of 
peace in Europe. France was proved right in 
1919 when it demanded guaranties against a re- 
vival of German militarism, and America was 
blind when it refused to give such guaranties. 
We should not make this mistake again. 


* * * 


Certainly it does not make economic sense to 
delay action on the Ruhr. While the matter 
hangs in suspense, the Ruhr’s industries will 
operate at hardly more than 50 per cent of 
capacity. Meanwhile, the United. States -will 
have to send Europe large exports of things 
which a restored Ruhr itself could supply. We 
will have to send huge quantities of coal, steel, 
fertilizer and other commodities badly needed 
at home, 

Neither does it make sense politically to avoid 
a decision on the Ruhr. The Communist party 
in France has won’a considerable part of its all- 
too-formidable support by telling the voters 
that the United States is bent on rebuilding 
German industry without protecting the French 
nation from a new German assault. The ex- 
treme right parties gain strength by covert talk 
of occupying the Ruhr by force. The moderate 
parties, our natural friends, lose votes daily be- 
cause, for fear of offending the United States, 
they have not taken a strong line on the Ruhr. 

As a result of inaction and indecision on the 
Ruhr, the Germans are led to believe, or at 
least to hope, that they will emerge from their 
defeat with ownership of their most precious 
possession unimpaired. We can deprive Ger- 
many of the Rulir now, but each day that we 
wait creates difficulty. 


* * * 


Proof of this lies in the trouble we are ex- 
periencing in dismantling 682 German industrial 
plants. This program is a minimum penalty on 
German industry, required particularly because 
the plants contribute to the German military 
potential. 

Yet the Tagesplegel, morning paper licensed 


dy the United States in Berlin, remarks—and 


with some sense—that the psychological moment 
for the execution of this program has been 
missed by about two years. In 1945, the Tages- 
piegel observes, there was enough sense of guilt 
and enough expectation of punishment for the 
dismantling to be carried out without causing 
trouble. But now the Germans have passed 
through this phase and feel they are being mis- 
treated, So there are loud protests and signs 
of passive resistance. 

The time to deprive the Germans of the 
Ruhr, or rather to make them share the Ruhr’s 
resources with the rest of Europe, is now, before 
resentment mounts. And the nation to take 
the lead is the United States. 


Tensions in Bavaria 

There can be no doubt as to the truth of what 
David M. Nichol writes about tensions in Ba- 
varia, largest of German states in the American 
Zone of Occupation. The Bavarians are a clan- 
nish people. Bavarian families are small cliques. 
They hoard food and fuel and expect other fam- 
ilies to do as much for themselves, Villages and 
towns are clans against other communities. The 
larger subdivisions, which correspond to Ameri- 


can counties, have their own customs, their own 


ways of doing things, their own outlook. 

Habits will differ on two sides of the same 
mountain. Speech may be noticeably changed 
across a lake, A few miles will alter agricultural 
practices. Hof, Nuernberg, Munich, Kempten, 
Passau, Garmisch, Wurzburg—all are in Bavaria; 
all are little worlds with their own crests, 
stories, local lore, ambitions. A yearning for 
separation from Germany was strong in Bavaria 
when the war ended. 

Dump 2,000,000 refugees into such an area 
and the result is very easy to foretell. Dump 
them there after a war which had made the. 
Bavarians. a ‘conquered: people and matters are 
quickly worsened. Then refugees become the 
“displaced persons” with resentment against 
the Nazis. Then the Bavarlans are a people 
who once helped Hitler rule most of Europe. 

This is the problem zone which Bavaria is 
after nearly two and a half years of peace. 
Yet it is at the same time a culture for democ- 
racy. It is the part of Germany in which 
representative government has its best chance to 
develop into a genuine way of politics and life. 

This is the conviction of those who have an 
overall view of*the occupation in Germany. A 
striking evidence is in the way the new free- 
doms have been taken to heart. The press 
which has been developed and licensed by the 
American Army is the freest, most vigorous and 
most professional in Germany. The American 
library centers in Bavaria have been. swamped 
by young Germans eager to learn all they can 
about the United States. ie pe 

Tensions there are (as where would there not 


+ 


be, given the same conditions?) but there is 
also an opportunity for democracy worth gene- 
rous help and support.

A Bold and Forthright Report 

There will be considerable argument about 
the document on the rights of citizens, issued at 
‘the White House today. In fact, there was a 
division of opinion on certain points within the 
President’s Committee on Civil Rights, which 
prepared the report. But it is nevertheless a 
monumental contribution to the never-ending 
fight to preserve and protect the basic principles 
of Americanism, and to extend those principles 
‘to those who do not now enjoy their safeguards. 

In some cases, custom stands in the way of 
such extension; in other cases, both law and cus- 
tom do so. The committee asked that both fed- 
eral and state laws be amended to guarantee 
four essential rights: (1) The right to safety 
and security of the person; (2) the right to citi- 
zenship and its privileges; (3) the right to free- 
dom of conscience and expression; (4) the right 
to equality of opportunity. 

Under the first category, human beings haven't 
the right to safety as long as mob rule exists 
and there is no adequate punishment for mobs. 
Will anything happen to the mob at Aberdeen, 
Miss,, which left a man for dead last Sunday 
after he had been freed by the police? 

How can the rights of citizenship be fully 
realized while people in certain states have to 
pay to vote, and when they are barred by intelli- 
gence and information tests that college profes- 
sors would flunk? In the very capital at Wash- 
ington, the residents are disfranchised, though 
they may be the most politically conscious citi- 
zens of the country. 

Under equality of opportunity come the more 
controversial points of the committee’s recom- 
mendations, which demand that all racial segre- 
gation be wiped out of American life imme- 
diately. The committee majority would accom- 
plish this by a series of federal and state laws, 
the former denying funds to all public institu- 
tions where segregation is practiced, and the 
latter barring discrimination in schools, public 
or private health facilities, and guaranteeing 
equal access of “public accommodation.” A 
committee minority, while favoring the end of 
segregation as an ultimate goal,“ opposed with- 
holding federal funds as a club, and a substan- 
tial minority opposed state laws compelling the 


‘abolition of separate schools. 


No doubt the majority realize fully that law 
cannot overnight fly in the face of long custom, 
but decided to go the whole way to set up a 
standard of strict adherence to principle, in the 
belief that such a position will hasten the day 
when principle will prevail. The gradualists on 
the committee may reason that their method, 
since it does not arouse such immediate and 
passionate antagonism, is the more likely of 
success. 

In any event, the President's Committee on 
Civil Rights has appealed to the conscience and 
intelligence of America in a bold and forthright 
document.

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Mr. Churchill Feels “Fortified” 


The scene is the House of Commons. The 
time is yesterday. The speaker is Winston 
Churchill. He is calling on Prime Minister 
Attlee to follow the example of the United 
States and abolish price controls. 

“I feel fortified,” the rumbling accents in- 
tone, “by what has happened in the United 
States. The sovereign remedy to our present 
ills and darkening misfortune is to set the peo- 
ple free.“ 

Viewed objectively, this is tasty oratory. But 
it is something less than palatable to Americans 
suffering from the “sovereign remedy” of infla- 
tion and their own “present ills” of a pay check 
shrunk to half its former power. 

Thes«removal of price controls in America “set 
the people free“ —to pay $1 for a piddling pound 
or sirloin and just less for a pound of butter, 
with other food prices in proportion. 

Before Mr. Churchill turns loose with any 
more rolling periods on the evils of price con- 
trol, he should clipper across to America for a 
chat with the little woman coming through the 
turnstile of the You-Pick-It Super Market—the 
worried-looking woman who has just turned in 
a $5 bill and come away with the bottom of the 
market basket still in plain sight. 

Mr. Churchill may feel “fortified,” but some 
Americans are hungry. The word for what they 
feel is “mortified.”

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Turning Back the Despoilers 
Although the Supreme Court fully upheld the 
right of the United States Government to the 
submerged oil lands off the California coast last 


June, the high Justices have now made doubly 


sure for good measure. The occasion is the 
voiding of an agreement between Cabinet mem- 
bers Clark and Krug and the State of California, 
which would have permitted oil companies to 
continue producing from certain tidelands oil 
areas under state permit. 

This agreement, signed just a month after the 


Supreme Court decision, clearly was at odds 


with the conclusions which Justice Black an- 
nounced for the court. The decision left no 
room for state authority to let out these valu- 
able lands in the public domain, Yet Messrs. 
Clark and Krug agreed to the California pro- 


posal and it was “valid” until the court ordered 


it wiped off the record as “irrelevant.” Describ- 
ing the Federal Government's rights as para- 
mount,“ the court has now declared the national 
Government to have full dominion and power.“ 


It words can convey any meaning at all, this 


should put an end to the backing and filling of 
the would-be despoilers, who are still hoping 
somehow to get permanent clutches on sub- 
merged oil lands. The Supreme Court not only 
says how it feels now, but also says it so as to 
commit the high bench for a long time to come. 
This, in short, is it: 
the people, not to the exploiters. 

The oil operators in California and all other 
coastal states now may as well accept this fact. 
The unsettled state of world affairs, which 
makes them so eager to have their fingers on 
these oil areas, is a pressing reason why the 
Federal Government must keep them off the 
public domain. What the despoilers want for 
profit, the nation requires for protection,

Americans cannot expect Europeans to see them through American 
eyes, says editorial; recent speeches show how we are misunder- 
stood and misrepresented; on our part there must be a clearer un- 
derstanding that socialism is a democratic ally against Communism. 


From the Courier-Journal 


We cannot take for granted that foreign 
nations will interpret as we do our inten- 
tions, our motives or our good faith in in- 
ternational dealings. 

This gives special significance to three 
speeches made recently by Americans. One 
was the address of James P. Warburg, who 
helped direct the Of- | 
fice of War Informa- 
tion’s overseas dctiv- 
ities during World 
War II, One was by 
Secretary of Com- 
merce Averell Harri- 
man. One was by 
Secretary of Defense 
James Forrestal. 

Each of them gives 
a glimpse of how we 
appear to other na- 
tions in our efforts 
to rehabilitate world 
economy — as Mr. 
Warburg says, to 
“push it off dead 
center.” The truth is, we are suspect in a 
number of ways. For one, says Mr. War- 
burg, other nations feel that we share with 
Russia responsibility: for driving the world 
into competing camps.

Socialism Accepted 


For another—and in this Mr. Warburg 
and Secretary Forrestal concur—we appear 
to Europeans to be attempting to force our 
own form of free enterprise capitalism on 
nations which do not want it, and for 
which it is no longer effective. Mr. Harri- 
man cites yet another — the Communist 
dogma with which Europe is being propa- 
gandized — that the capitalistic United 
States is destined to eventual collapse. 


Any constructive foreign policy on our 


part must depend on a fundamental! under- 
standing of one point. This comprises the 


relations and differences between free en- 
terprise capitalism, democratic socialism, 
and Soviet Communism, Free enterprise 
capitalism still serves us adequately. It has 
been succeeded in Britain, Scandinavia 
and Finland by democratic socialism. And 
if our efforts to resurrect Western Euro- 
pean economy are sucgessful this success 
will be based on democratic Socialism in 
France, Italy and Germany as well. 

As Mr. Warburg accurately assesses the 
facts: “Most Europeans and most Asiatics 
are less afraid of public contro’ or owner- 
ship than they are of private monopoly. 
.. The old power groups have been weak- 
ened or destroyed. There is little chance 
for the formation of new private capital.” 


Freedom and Dignity 


Democratic Socialism, like free enter- 
prise capitalism ag we know it, is suscepti- 
ble to control by peaceful action of the 
majority. It is a state of affairs arrived 
at by popular consent. 

In contrast, Soviet Communism is more 
than state ownership of resources and in-. 
dustry. It is dictatorship by a minority, 
the Communist party; or by an individual, 
as is exemplified by Josef Stalin in Russia 
and Marshal Tito in Yugoslavia. It is a 
totalitarian police state. There is no chang- 
ing it by a vote, for the vote of the major- 
ity is one of the freedoms it does not rec- 
ognize, 

This is why, in Mr. Warburg’s words, 
“democratic socialism is on our side in 
the struggle to preserve human freedom 
and dignity.” This is why all of us should 
understand clearly and at once that we, 
have no right to demand our kind of capi- 
talism in return for Marshall plan assist- 
ance. All we need is assurance of the 
democratic principle free to act and free 
to continue to act, in accord with what the 
recipient people desire, 


What Is An Editor? 


From the Greenville, S. C., Daily Neus 


The National Conference of Editorial 
Writers held its first meeting in Washing- 
ton last week and devoted an afternoon to 
the technique of the editorial art or craft. 
From the discussion two conclusions 
emerged: — 

1. There are no standards for editorials 
(which is all right with this editorial 
writer). 

2. There are standards of editors. The 
standard editor, if you could find him, must 
have had some slight preparation for his 
job. He must have made Phi Beta Kappa 
in college and edited the Harvard (or at 
least Yale) Law Review. 

He must have mastered all the “Great 
Books,” including Aristotle and Aquinas, 
but he must not have lost his youthful abil- 
ity to turn out a funny piece, say, on “the 
short view of the long skirt and the long 
view of the short skirt.” 

He need not have been a judge but he 
must have acquired a knowledge of law 
and court procedure which could come only 
from 10 years of general practice at the 
bar. It is not required that he should have 
been Secretary of State, but it is manda- 
tory that he should have lived a total of 
not less than 150 years in India, Europe, 


South America, Russia, Palestine and Chi- 
na, with side trips to the Solomons and the 
Aleutians. 


He must have served a term as city man- 


ager and it would help if he had served 
one in prison. It is not essential that he 
be a scientist, but it will be sufficient if 
he has a working knowledge of nuclear 
physics based on a thorough understanding 
of Einstein's general theory of relativity 
and the late Dr. Planck’s quantum theory. 

Politics, tariffs and taxation must hold 
no secrets for him. He must be able to 
watch the world making a fool of itself 
daily without having his faith shaken that 
he can change all that with a couple of 
hundred of well-worn wo tomorrow.

Conservatism in Coal

from the ranks of the trade-union movement to play an important 
part in the councils of the Labor Government. 


What has happened to Himley 
Hall is symbolic of the changes 
taking place in England in a diffi- 
cult period of transition, This 
handsome Georgian house, with its 
stables, its pad... 
dock and mead- ‘4 
ows, the lake, the 
farm and the 
gentle hedge- 
rows, was for- 
merly the home 
of the Earl of 
Dudley. The 
present earl was 
one of the close 
friends of the 
Duke of Windsor Ee 
ong ore e 
then Prince of „ 
Wales dreamed that he would go 
into exile. 


When Sir Ben Smith was ap- 
pointed chairman of the West 
Midland division of the National 
Coal Board, his first task was to 
find a building for office space. 
That is one of the scarcest com- 
modities in austerity England. He 
decided finally to buy Himley Hall 
for $180,000. The big house would 
provide plenty of room for offices. 
The farm could be worked and 
the produce sold as before, 


In Marble Palaces. 


And as further justification for 
the purchase, Sir Ben pointed to 
the fact that coal deposits beneath 
the fields could some day be 
worked to provide a return at 
least equal to the total purchase 
price. A considerable part of the 
Dudley wealth had come from 
nearby coal mines, which were 
taken over by the state under na- 
tionalization, as were all of Brit- 
ain’s 1400 mines. 


But the fact that Sir Ben and 
the Coal Board should be occupy- 
ing Himley Hall has produced 
almost as much criticism as any- 
thing that the board has done in 
the 10 months it has existed. The 
conservative press is deeply af- 
fronted by the idea. The attacks 
sound very much like the kind of 
abuse poured on the New Deal in 
the first Roosevelt Administration. 

Conservatism — above all, tradi- 
tionalism—has deeper roots here 
than in America. A controversy 
has developed because the Coal 
Board, in another division, pro- 
poses to dig up the coal under the 
beautiful hills of Lyme Hall, which 
was turned over by its owners to 
the National Trust as a museum 
and public park. 

Pushing Modernization. 

Now, as much of the press 
would have it, the Coal Board 
proposes to desecrate this beauty, 
This is the kind of resistance 
which any change inevitably meets 
when it comes up against Eng- 
land’s richly storied past. 

Sir Ben, who has broad autono- 
mous power as a divisional chair- 
man, is working hard to push mod- 
ernization of the coal pits in his 
area. Many pits have been oper- 


ated by methods long since aban- 
doned in the United States. 


, 


I visited a small mine produce 
ing about 700 tons of coal a day. 
On the surface at the pit-head, 30 
men were employed in conveying 
the small cars full of coal that 


came up from the mine. The man- 
lager, who had inspected mines in 
America, said that with modern 
techniques a similar mine near 
Pittsburgh produced 5000 tons a 


day and that only three men were 
employed on the surface. 

Modernization was going for- 
ward, although necessarily on a 
modest scale since that pit would 
be abandoned in two or three 
years as exhausted, Much of the 
machinery on the surface bore the 
date 1882. 


One Ton a Day. 


Output per man-shift in Brit- 
ain’s mines today is slightly more 
than one ton. The comparable 
figure for the United States is 
nearly six tons. But, as the visi- 
tor is repeatedly told, the compari- 
son is not a fair one since condi- 
tions in the two countries are s0 
different. 

Britain has few of the broad, 
straight seams of coal that have 
made mechanization and high pro- 
duction in America possible. The 
presence of water below the sur- 
face creates obstacles that are ex- 
ceptional in the United States. 
Then, too, the inherent conserva- 
tism of the miners and the mine 
owners has worked against 
change. 


The present goal in the new 
Battle for Britain is two tons per 
man-shift. Output is rising, but 
slowly, The coming of Christmas, 
with an incentive to earn money, 
is considered likely to increase it. 

This matter of incentives under 
socialization is always cropping 
up. The mine managers have 
formed a union since the mines 
were nationalized, to make sure 


Smith says that in all probability 
managerial pay throughout the 
industry will be equalized. 


Independent of Politics. 


Sir Ben's own appointment 
caused an uproar on this same 
issue. The Tory press charged the 
Government with finding conveni- 
ent jobs within the Coal Board 
for over-age politicians. Sir Ben, 
who was in Washington for two 
years during the war as British 
Cabinet representative for sup- 
ply, was later a failure as Minis- 
ter of Food, although his friends 
insist that circumstances beyond 
his control made it an impossible 
job. He is 68 years old. 

The Labor Government in Lon- 
don, in so far as I have been able 
to discover, had nothing to do 
with Sir Ben’s selection as one of 
the eight divisional chiefs under 
the Coal Board. He was the choice 
of Lord Hyndley, who is chair- 
man of the National Coal Board, 
with powers quite independent of 
the Government. 

This is all part of the curious 
and difficult experiment in evolu- 
tionary socialism in a democracy. 


Whether or not it will work, only 
time will tell. .

An uneven production of Em- 


erich Kalman’s “Countess Maritza” 


was given by the Light Opera 4 


Guild at the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House last night to open its 
new season, With Marita Farell, 
Metropolitan Opera soprano, play- 
ing Maritza and Theodore Korosy, 
Municipal Opera stock baritone 
of last season in the male lead, a 


that unfortunately left a notice- 
able gap between the leads and 


the local amateurs who filled out 
the cast. This contrast was more 


noticeable in the vocal depart- 
ment than in the acting. The lat- 


ter, with the exception of the 


has some professional verve, was 
pretty sad and emphasized that 
stage direction is one of the chief 
weaknesses of the Guild. 

Miss Farell has a rich, full 
tone, well controlled, but she shows 
a lamentable contempt for articu- 
lation that makes her virtually 
impossible to understand while 
singing. Certainly Harry B. 
Smith’s lyrics are no more im- 
mortal than his old-fashioned book 
about jealousies and misunder- 
standings among Hungarian no- 
bility, but as long as one is there, 
one might as well know what’s 
going on. Korosy’s baritone is a 
pretty good one, and he scored 
with the familiar “Play Gypsies, 
Dance Gypsies.” Of the others, 
probably Anne Gilmore as a gypsy 
and James Eiler as a foppish no- 
bleman, stood out most. Eiler was 
fairly funny, and showed that with 
firmer guidance, he has the mak- 
ings of a comedian, 

Music Director Kenneth G. 
Schuller deserves much credit for 
the disciplined singing of the big 
chorus. He surmounted the par- 
ticularly heart-breaking problem 
of rehearsing virtually a new or- 
chestra the night before the open- 
ing, as his players who were St. 
Louis Symphony members were 
suddenly called out of town. 


One basic deficiency of the 
Guild’s productions is lack of 
imagination in the staging. The 
chorus dancing was routine, hav- 
ing as its chief virtue the keeping 
of time. One number even ended 
with the girls flipping their skirts 
in the manner of French maids in 
1920 farces. The mistake was made 
of having the leading woman and 
the ingenue, neither of whom 
could dance, pretend to go through 
routines with the chorus. Purely 
from the mechanical end, there 
were awkward pauses in the ac- 
tion to clear the stage, and the 
loudspeakers often gave the sing 
ing a metallic tone, and could bet- 
ter have been dispensed with. The 
leased scenery, while adequate, 
was uninspired. 

The show will be repeated to- 
night, tomorrow and Friday 
nights. Possibly the Guild was too 
ambitious in increasing its per- 
formances for one production 
from three to four, as the house 
was only half full.

Put in the oven 
and bake until tender. About a 
half an hour before they are done 
fill the places between the chops 
with boiled rice, moistened with 
a little of the gravy.

Make a marinade of a pint of red 
wine, some sliced carrots, sliced 
celery, chopped green onions, a 
bay leaf, a pinch of thyme, two 
tablespoons of olive oil, salt and 
pepper. Soak the meat in this for 
several hours, turning frequently. 

Now put two tablespoons of 
olive oil in a pot and brown six 
strips of bacon, chopped up. Re- 
move it and place on absorbent 
paper. Now fish your meat out of 
the marinade, dry and brown in 
the pot. Strain the marinade and 
add it along with two crushed 
cloves of garlic and a calve’s foot. 
Bring to a boil, then turn down 
flame and let it simmer for four 
hours, Remove the meat from the 
sauce and let both stand. Skim 
all grease off the sauce and strain 
the sauce, 

Wash and dry the pot, combine 
sauce and meat, and bring to a 
boil. In the meantime brown a 
large sliced pepper and add to the 
stew, with the bacon, a cup of 
Black Greek olives with the pits 
removed. Pour in a liberal shot 
of cognac, set alight. When the 
flame dies down add a half a 
pound of mushrooms and simmer 
all for 40 minutes.

Nomads Who Move About With the Sun

FIRUZABAD, Persia — 

HE little town in the province 

of Fars, cradle of the Persian 

race, is headquarters of the 
Kashgais, Persia's largest, richest, 
mightiest and most militant tribe. 
Ruled by khans as in ancient 
times, the 200,000 tribesmen form 
a community all their own, as 
primitive as it is picturesque, as 
unshakable in the emulation of 
its own verities and virtues, as 
it has been inhospitable to the 
encroachments of the outside 
world. Stubbornly and success- 
fully they have fought off all 
efforts to break down their ex- 
clusiveness and to merge them 
in daily thought and in daily 
pursuit with the millions outside 
their ranks. They persist in be- 
ing nomads, following their own 
way of life. 

They live in tents made of 
woollen cloth woven by their own 
women and they move about with 
the sun as though it were the 
only god they worshipped, With 
their flocks of sheep, their 
donkeys, their camels, their pure- 
bred Arab horses, they migrate 
from the outskirts. of the city 
of Isfehan to the environs of the 
Persian Gulf, a distance of some 
400 miles. They. must always 
have sun for themselves and 
grass even if only the withered 
and bushy camelthorn for their 
herds and flocks of livestock. 

Daring horsemen, crack marks- 
men, devout Moslems, they re- 
gard themselves despite their 
Turkee dialect as among. the 
truest sons of Persia, its most 
fervent patriots, the stanchest 
defenders of its independence. 
Nothing riles them more than to 
be told that their very exclusive- 
ness stamps them as Persians in 
name only. Invariably they fire 
back with the proud boest that 
no other group of citizens is so 
ready to lay down its tives for 
the defense of the Persian fath- 
erland. 

Tet 1 had no more than reached 
Firuzabad and stopped at the first 
cluster of half open black tents 
than I perceived that a gulf as 
immense as the mountains I had 
crossed, separates them from the 
civilization of the rest of Persia. 
A delegation of tribeswomen were 
starting for the home of a bride 
with gifts from the groom. The 
bearer of the gifts was a tall state- 
ly woman attired in resplendent 
costume and balancing on her 
head a large parcel neatly draped 
in cloths of green, white and red, 
the colors of the Persian flag. A 
crowd of merry children followed 
in her footsteps, and a brigade of 
older women likewise dressed in 
orange costumes and mounted on 
sprightly horses, were her official 
escorts. 

I watched the festive procession 
over the sundrenched  breeze- 
blown desert and marveled at the 
freedom which the Kashgai wom- 
en were enjoying and which, 
with the exception of the educated 
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Persia's Richest, Mightiest Tribe 
Follows What for It Seems an Ideal 
Existence—Fights Off All Efforts 
To Merge Way of Life With Others 


classes, other Persian women were 
rigidly denied not by law but by 
Mullah dispensation and intimida- 
tion. Here the women were as 
open-faced as in any western 
country, and the very word chad- 
ur, the ungainly cloth that drapes 
@ woman’s body and. face, was 
anathema. The coming of a 
strange man to the tent was no 
signal for them to slink away as 
from a plague-bearing creature. 
Sunny and sunburned, they gloried 
in their femininity, and the very 
style and color of their dress testi- 
fied to the pride and the enthusi- 
asm with which in their own fash- 
ion they sought to enhance and 
embellish their feminine appear- 
ance for the sake of themselves 
and the admiration of others, in- 
cluding men. 


Early marriage is the rule, girls 
often younger than 16 becoming 
wives, boys rarely becoming hus- 
bands at so young an age. They 
spurn marriage with outsiders, 
especially for women. “We do 
not believe in mixing bloods,” ex- 
plained a khan. “We want to 
preserve the purity of our tribe.” 
A widow rarely remarries, and 
then only the brother of her de- 
ceased husband, Divorce is un- 
known. 


Not a family but has at least 
one gun and one horse, and not 
a boy or man but is as expert 
with the one as with the other. 
Women ride, but rarely shoot. I 
had the fright of my life when 
passing the bride’s home outside 
which lingered a crowd of tribes- 
men, the young Kashgai - who 
was with me fired twice in the 
direction of the crowd. I ex- 
pected some one to fall dead and 
to find myself embroiled in a 
shooting affray. But the bursts 
of smiles and shouts from the 
crowd attested not to condemna- 
tion but to acclaim of this dem- 
onstration of martial exuberance. 

“Why did you shoot?” I asked 
my companion. 

“For fun. We always do it 
when there is a celebration.“ 


* * * 


W ITH rare exception the Kash- 
gals are good enough Mos- 
lems to abstain from alco- 
holic drinks. Otherwise the fun 
might easily end in a funeral. 
After prolonged negotiation be- 
tween the Kashgai leaders and 
the Tehran government an agree- 
ment has recently been reached 
for the Kashgais to disarm them- 
selves, Arms give them political 
power which often embarrasses

and embitters the National gov- 
ernment. A year ago, for exam- 
ple, they staged an uprising which 
resulted in the capture of a num- 
ber of important towns on the 
Persian Gulf, They were fight- 
ing, they said, to compel the“ 
Tehran government to put an 
end to Azerbaijanian autonomy 80 
that Persia might remain a unit- 
ed nation. Whatever the origin 
and instigation of the uprising, 
the triumph of Kashgai arms 
over those of the regular army, 
was as painfully distasteful to the 
generals as to the young Shah. 
Hence the recent agreement, 


Yet no one seriously believes the 
Kashgais will completely disarm 
themselves. No doubt they will de- 
liver to the army at least some of 
the weapons they have stored away 
for untoward emergencies such as 
their uprising a year ago. But they 
will not part with their hunting 
gun any more than with their 
riding horse. The territory they 
inhabit abounds in game — deer, 
fox, wild boar, mountain goat, 
wolf, partridge and other birds, 
and since hunting like horseback 
riding is one of their supreme 
pleasures, they will not give up 
the chief instrument of this pleas- 
ure. “A Kashgai without a gun ig 


no Kashgai,” one of the tribesmen 
remarked significantly, 

For centuries the men have 
sported a distinctive garb of their 
own — a long, loose-fitting, light- 
colored smock with a white and 
ponderous waist-cloth. Now they 
are taking with a vengeance to 
American khaki outfits and to 
second-hand American business 
suits. At least half of the male 
population has already dispensed 
with the traditional Kashgai garb. 
And the ambition of the other half 
is to follow suit. The American 
clothes, they say, are much lighter, 
fit the body more snugly, and 
permit the freest movement when 
hunting and horseback riding. The 
tight-fitting light brown felt hat 


with the upstanding flaps. which 


sway like the wings of a bird when 
a Kashgai is galloping, is the only 
mark of outward tribal identity to 
which they still -cling. 

Primitive as they are, living a 
life as unchallenged by the intru- 
sion of the modern machine as in 
Biblical times, sooner or later the 
Kashgais must face the thrust of 
modern civilization even as did the 
American Indians. For the present 
they are among the freest, heal- 
thiest, most contented peoples of 


Persia,

Ds. John read over a national 

network the memorial address 
which had been delivered on Iwo 
Jima by a Jewish chaplain, Rabbi 
Gittelsohn? I shall never forget 
that broadcast. I sent for the 
script. 

Among the luminous words are 
these: Here before us lie the 
bodies of comrades and friends. 
„ Under one of these Christian 
crosses, or beneath the Jewish 
Star of David, there may rest now 
a man who was destined to be a 
great prophet, ... Now they lie 
silently in sacred soil and we 
gather to consecrate this earth to 
their memory.”

THOSE WORDS were spoken 
by a Jew. It had been the plan 
of the senior chaplain, a Christian, 
that the rabbi should deliver the 
mémorial address for all, But it 
was not to be. Regrettable it was, 
I think, that Christian chaplains 
of both faiths: protested and 80 
there was no united service. The 
rabbi went to his place apart, but 
in God’s presence the words he 
spoke were given to the nation by 
Robert St. John.

He refused 
to be evacuated and chose to stay 
with his men until he was killed 
by a sniper on the morning of 
Feb, 27, 1945, He died leading the 
attack that eventually captured 
Motoyama airfield.” Mrs. Break- 
enridge concludes: “It is such in- 
tolerence as you mention in your 
editorial and the same old greed 
and selfishness that makes our 
loss very hard to bear,”

Baked Eggplant Stuffed With 
Shrimp 

One large eggplant, one and one- 
half pounds cooked shrimp, two 
large onions, minced; one clove 
garlic, four tomatoes, salt, freshly 
ground black pepper, dash of 
cayenne, grated parmesan cheese.

HAVE waited a while before 
[ saying anything about the Un- 
American activities committee's 
current investigation of the Holly- 
wood film industry. I would not 


be very much surprised if some 
writers or actors or stage hands, 


or what not, were found to have 
Communist leanings, but I was 
surprised to find that, at the start 
of the inquiry, some of the big 
producers were so chicken-hearted 
about speaking up for the freedom 
of their industry. 

One thing is sure—none of the 
arts flourishes on censorship and 
repression. And by this time it 
should be evident that the Ameri- 
can public is capable of doing its 
own censoring. Certainly, the 
Thomas committee is growing 
more ludicrous daily. The picture 
of six officers ejecting a writer 
from the witness stand because he 
refused to say whether he was a 
Communist is pretty funny, and 
I think before long we are all go- 
ing to see how hysterical and fool- 
ish we have become,

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many other things. It can popu- 
larize certain ideals, it can make 
education platable. But in the 
long run, the judge who decides 
whether what it does is good or 
bad is the man or woman who at- 
tends the movies. In a demo- 
cratic country I do not think the 
public will tolerate a removal of 
its right to decide what it thinks 
of the ideas and performances. of 
those who make the movie indus- 
try work, 

I have never liked the idea of 
an Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee. I have always thought 
that a strong democracy should 
stand by its fundamental beliefs 
and that a citizen of the United 
States should be considered inno- 
cent until he is proved guilty, 

If he is employed in a Govern- 
ment position where he has access 
to secret and important papers. 
then for the sake of security he 
must undergo some special tests. 
However, I doubt whether the loy- 
alty test really adds much to our 
safety, since no Communist would 
hesitate to sign it and he would 
be in good standing until he was 
| proved guilty. So it seems to me 


with a test which is almost an in- 
sult to any loyal American citizen, 


WHAT IS GOING ON in the 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee worries me primarily because 
little people have become fright- 
ened and we find ourselves living 
in the atmosphere of a police 
state, where people close doors be- 
fore they state what they think 
or look over thelr shoulders ap- 
prehensively before they express 
an opinion, 

I have been one of those who 
have carried the fight for com- 
plete freedom of information in 
the United Nations. And while 
accepting the fact that some of 
our press, our radio commentators, 
our prominent citizens and our 
movies may at times be blamed 
legitimately for things they have 
said and done, still I feel that the 
fundamental right of freedom of 
thought and expression is essen- 
tial. If you curtail what the other 
fellow says and does, you curtail 
what you yourself may say and 
do. 

In our country we must trust 
the people to hear and see both 
the good and the bad and to 
choose the good. The Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee seems to 
me to be better for a police state 
than for the United States. 
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
